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Two Dirty Tricks 

If you resigned a Government 
job, and then learned later that the 
head of your department had 
sneakily and secretly listed your 
name as one of the “security fir- 


ings,” What would you think of 


that department head? 

Yet Joseph and Stewart Alsop, 
the syndicated columnists, said in 
their article in Oakland Tribune 
January 21 that such vicious prac- 
tices are being followed’ in the 
State Department. 

The Eisenhower’ Administration 
boasts that it has made 2200 “se- 
curity firings.” The Alsops go into 
some detail on how this racket has 
been worked in the State Depart- 
ment, where 306 of the 2200 “secu- 
rity firings” are supposed to have 
been made, 

Two dirty tricks are used, the 
columnists claim. 

If a man is resigning on his 
own motion, he’s put down on the 
list of “security firings’ without 
being told, if the slightest bit of 
derogatory gossip has ever been 
peddled about him. And as the 
Alsops remark, “in the raw files 
of any Government worker who is 
not a zombie, there is pretty sure 
to be some morsel of gossip.” 

The second dirty trick practiced 
by the Administration is to list 
as “security firings’ every person 
transferred to other Government 
agencies who had a “warning flag 
up,” that is, who was to be inves- 
tigated for security. They were 
Isited as “security firings,” say the 
Alsops, “although the great ma- 
jority were cleared on further in- 
vestigation, and never fired at all.”

What’s the purpose of all this 
slander and skulduggery? Here's 
how the Alsops figure it: 

“The idea has been to undercut 
McCarthy by broadcasting the no- 
tion that the new Administration 
found the Government crawling 
with subversives; promptly fired 
the lot; and thus left McCarthy 
with nothing to do but twiddle his 
thumbs , . . Apparently it never 
occurred to the geniuses who 
thought up the scheme that some- 
one might ask for a breakdown 
of the security firings.”

Editor, Labor Journal:

The Full-Employment Habit 


In the first week of 1954 the number of new claims filed 
by the jobless in the United States for unemployment com- 
pensation was 467,500. The Labor Department reported that 
in the week ended January 2 those claiming unemployment 
benefits stood at 1,816,000, or 664,000 more than in the same 
week a year ago. 

However, it must be remembered that only 36 million 
of the nation’s working force of more than 60 million are 
covered by the unemployment insurance program. Nor do the 
claims figures include those who have drawn all the benefits 
they are entitled to, but are still jobless. Nor do the figures 
include those who have not worked a specified period of time 
or earned a certain amount to become eligible for benefits. 

The Census Bureau estimated the jobless in the country at 
1,850,000 in December, but Labor Press Associated points out 
that ‘‘the financial papers say the figure is nearer 214 million.” 

Teamsters Report from Washington in the January issue 
suggests the real number is something like 3,150,000, ‘with 
that figure more than likely conservative.” 

Even this highest figure of more.than 3,000,000 can be 
smiled away by those who feel: 

“A little recession now and then 
Is the best of things for working men.” 

But the Eisenhower Administration may smile all it 
pleases: the fact is that the New Deal put the idea of full- 
employment into the heads of the working people of this 
country. That idea hasn't died out, and any Administration 
which doesn't realize it is going to die out itself the next 
chance the voters get at the polls. 

The New Deal and Fair Deal didn’t quite achieve full- 
employment at all times. But they set tHe idea up before the 
people of this country.«And a large proportion of us got the 
full-employment habit. No alibis—not even excellent and ob- 
vious ones—are going to work. We all know that permanent 
full-employment is hard to get, but we intend to get it. It 


can be done, and it must be done.

State Federation of Labor Analyzes 
Last 8 of Eisenhower's T-H Points 


In last week’s issue East Bay Labor Journal published the State 


Federation of Labor’s analysis of 


points 1 through 7 of President 


Eisenhower’s 15 proposals to amend the Taft-Hartley Law. Following 
is the State Fed’s analysis of points 8 through 15: 


POINT 8 With respect to liability 
of both unions and employers, the 
traditional common law rules of 
agency shall be made applicable. 

Because of the briefness of this; 
recommendation, it is difficult to 
evaluate its scope. Apparently the! 
intention is to confine the liability 
of unions for acts of its members, 
but it would be.necessary to see 
the exact language of the proposal 
before it can be effectively evalu- 
ated. 


POINT 9 The President recom- 
mends in the alternative that the 
Communist affidavit requirements 
be made applicable to employers as 
well as unions, unless other legis- 
lation renders this requirement un- 
necessary for both under this Act. 
Our historical position is that 
the requirement should be abol- 
ished for the unions, and since it 
is not clear from the pronounce- 
ment that all employers subject 
to the Act; will be required to file 
this affidavit, but rather only those| 
who apparently will file petitions!

It does 
not indicate when or ‘how such 
ballot shall be conducted, but of 
necessity would require the dis- 
closure of the membership rolls at 
a period of time when the very 
desire of an employer may be to 
determine the identity of the union 
membership, in order to aid him 
in anti-union activities with re- 
spect to the strike. Accordingly, 
once again ‘we have a severe limit- 
ation on the rights of labor.

Dr. Kerr and the Labor Department . 


In our January 8 issue we commented on the suggestion 
made by Chancellor Clark Kerr in the Nation's Business mag- 
azine that the U. S. Department of Labor be “‘neutralized.” 
We said that “‘labor is asked to disarm first,’ the Department 
of Labor functioning as a strictly neutral agency, not partisan 
on behalf of labor's interests, while the Departments of Com- 
merce and of Agriculture would continue to make special par- 
tisan pleadings for business and agriculture. 

Since that editorial was published we have had the op- 
portunity to examine the following paragraph written by Dr. 
Kerr, expressing concisely some of his thinking on this subject: 

“Partisanship has meant impotency. Only by becoming more 
impartial can the Department hope to become more potent. This 
is a hard choice for the unions to make for they want a more 
effective Department and yet they want the Department to be 
spokesman for labor. (Secretary of Labor Mitchell has designated 
himself as ‘spokesman’ but not ‘mouthpiece’ for labor.) An impar- 
tial Department of Labor would, of course, be easier for labor 
to accept if the Department of Commerce and the Department 
of Agriculture were also impartial in their respective fields. These 
latter Departments, however, do not face the same problems, for 
there are not such strongly organized elements contesting in their 
fields. Thus it is easier for them to be impartial and still retain 
great power.” 

Our own hunch is that the most important difference be- 
tween the problems faced by the Department of Labor and the

POINT 11 There is a general state- 
ment that the existing standards 
in regard to health and welfare| 
funds are inadequate to protect 
and conserve these funds for the 
welfare of the individual union 
members.

POINT 12 The President requests 
that the area of jurisdiction be- 
tween the federal and state gov- 
ernments be re-evaluated in view, 
of recent Supreme Court decisions,

jtended, it would appear that this 


proposal, instead of giving dignity 
and effect to the authorization, 
would permit termination at any 
time by the employee regardless 
of the terms of the contract.

POINT 15 The reports required 
from unions as to their organiza- 
tions and finances should be sim- 
plified so as to eliminate duplica- 
tion in the information required 
by such reports. 

While the proposal {is good so 
far as it goes, it is our position, 
of course, that the requirement 
should be eliminated since there 
are no equal provisions in regard 
to the employers. This proposal, 
therefore, is merely a very short 
step in the right direction.
